A BIG INCREASE 
IN TAX RETURNS 


tax returns on file show big increa 

Shattering all federal records 
for increases in number of returns 
for 1923 income filed during the le- 
gal period ending Saturday night 
and for income reported during 
the last five years, the Southern 
California revenue district as a 
whole set a new nation-wide rec- 
ord, according to a report which 
was submitted to Washington late 
pesterday by Collector Rex Good- 
cell, following nearly an entire day 
spent in checking up the returns 
filed during the rush of the last 
few days. 

Oecrease Steady Shown 

While the official figures can not 
be announced finally until a large 
volume of unopened mail is assort- 
ed, the checking up process reveals 
the fact that approximately 299,886 
returns were reported in this dis- 
triet as a whole, as compared with 
220,682 last year, an increase of 30 
per cent. 

While other districts in the Unit- 
ed States have shown steady de- 
creases during the last five years, 
the record of Southern California 
for increases each year in number 
of returns filed discloses a remark- 
able story of phenomenal growth 
in population, and steadily inereas- 
ing wealth.

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We Must Face the Water Problem 
HE following from the La Verne Leader applies to the 
‘| people of this district equally as well, and will be read 
with interest. 

Water from the earliest times has been the need as well 
as the sustenance of mankind. The Euphrates and Tigris made 
possible, when these waters were used in irrigation, a Ninevah 
and a Babylon and a rich and prosperous people, famous for 
their wonderful buildings — the. greatest in that era of the 
world’s history. The Valley of the Nile has made Egypt from 
the earliest times a wealthy and a great nation, whose history 
extends beyond the knowledge of present historians. And it 
is scarcity of rainfall, lack of water only that distinguishes 
between the Sahara desert and the Valley of the Nile. It is 
only lack of water that prevents the growth of trees and vege- 
tation—and so we have dust and sandstorms, which do not 
come in a cultivated tree-shaded and grass or gain covered 
er Then what makes the difference between the desert and 
the beautiful oasis in its midst—nothing but water. Water 
means life, growth, progress, without it we face stagnation, 
failure and death. 

Only a half century ago Southern California was considered 
a dry sheep pasture, with here and there springs and water 
holes to care for cattle and sheep. The rainfall, abundant some 
years, and deficient in others, did not give assurance of satis- 
factory crops, so cattle and sheep herding was the occupation 
of the early Spanish grandees whose thousands of heads of 
stock roamed over their great domains from the foothills to the 
sea. Gradually some little attempt was made in the way of 
irrigation about the settlement, and earth ditches and wooden 
flumes were used to convey the life-giving fluid to gardens 
and ranches. But it was erude and primitive until the coming 
of the white man with his more progressive methods. 

Many Southern Californians remember only twenty or 
twenty-five years ago when the Palo Verde, the Imperial and 
Coachella valleys were considered a desert, similar to the 
Mojave and Arizona deserts. Water applied to this barren arid 
waste however soon brought results in green alfalfa fields and 
in bountiful harvests of grain, fruits and cotton, 

So the lesson of history as of personal observation tells us 
that water is the great factor in the progress of nations as of 
Great rivers or harbors, distinguish nearly every 
great city in the world from London down. Without a river, 
hut with a harbor, Los Angeles in spite of the fact that she has 
perhaps the most progressive civic builders in the world, yet 
faces a menace that she must overcome so that she may per- 
manently occupy the place that is hers by right of supremacy— 
the greatest city of western Amerie¢a. The question of adequate 
water supply is still to be settled. And it is a broader question 
than merely to supply her million with an adequate water 
supply for domestie purposes. She must see that ample water 
likewise is provided that the great empire of Southern Cali- 
fornia of which she is the capital may flourish and _ prosper. 
Hence there is and ean be no division of interest between the 
aims of the metropolis and the needs of rural seetions and 
smaller towns with which she is surrounded. In water con- 
servation and development competition would be fatal and co- 
operation is the essential need. 

The records of our rainfall show that this is a land of un- 
certain rainfall, that seasons of abundant fall are often follow- 
ed by a series of dry or deficient rains, It is therefore the 
part of eeonomie wisdom to store up the surplus rain that 
comes in super-abundance against the years when there is lack 
and wells are failing. Our custom until reeently has been to 
allow the rain to flood the lower lands, do tremendous damage 
and then find its way into the ocean—a great waste and loss. 
To build adequate dams in all our canyons and a great storage 
system of water conservation we would only do the sensible,

Before daybreak the next morn- 
ing the march was resumed up the 
gently ascending canada of the 
San Felipe, in a west-northwest di- 
rection, and turning into the canon 
of Coyote creek they camped 
where there was running water of 
good quality and better grass than 
they had seen since they had left 
the Pimeria (the country of the 
Pima Indians between the Sonora 
River and the Gila). At this 
aguage they found some 60 Ser- 
ranos who scattered at the ap- 
proach of the Spaniards. Anza 
sent the native Californian after 


them to induce them to return. 
Tarabel succeeded in _ bringing 
them back, and Anza _ rewarded 


them with presents of trinkets and 
tobacco; but the pack-mules com- 
ing up and scenting water, set up 
a terrific braying which put the 
Indians to precipitate flight. Anza 
named the aguage San Gregorio 
and remained in camp the next 
day to give his sick animals rest. 
The expedition resumed its march 
before dawn on March 138, continu- 
ing up the canon of Coyote Creek 
and camping at the head of Bor- 
ega valley. Here the Coyote, com- 
ing through a narrow canon where 


its flow had been forced to the 
surface, again sinks to its under- 
ground channel. Anza notes the 


good grass and vines and trees 
which promised improvement fur- 
ther on. They named the aguage 
Santa Caterina. 

Starting two hours before day- 
break the next morning, they con- 
tinued up the canon, which now 
began to narrow and rise sharply. 
For four leagues they followed the 
canon of the Coyote, then turning 
into Horse canon a sharp climb 
of two leagues brought them to a 
bajio and the summit of the San 
Jacinto mountains, where they 
found good grass and water. Anza 
says: “This paraje is a pass and 
T named it El Puerto Real de San 
Carlos (the Royal Pass of San 
Carlos). From it may be discov- 
ered some very beautiful plains, 
gfreen and flowery, and the sierra 
nevada with pines, oaks and other 
trees proper to cold countries.

Thus is it 
verified that the cordillera we are 
now in is connected with that of 
Baja California.”

The general tone of the market 
on California Navel oranges was 
somewhat improved the past week, 
although litile improvement was 
reflected in prices realized. Any 
tendency on the part of the trade 
toward renewed activity in taking 
on supplies is a forerunner of a 
strengthening market and receiv- 
ers and shippers alike feel that a 
turn for the better is at hand. 

One of the most disagreeable 
storms of the season along the At- 
lantic seaboard was a disturbing 
factor in the market last week, 
in the storm-swept area. Traffic 
was tied up and the movement of 
oranges was greatly interfered 
with. 

The gale swept through parts of 
Florida resulting in some damage 
to oranges. Early press reports 
of extensive damage to the citrus 
crop were not substantiated by 
later reports from shippers, who 
wired that the damage was neg- 
ligible. 

Reports from Louisiana _ state 
that the cold wave of March 11th 
and 12th in that territory did 
heavy damage to the strawberry 
crop. The first berries from that 
district were expected to begin 
moving to market by March 15th.

ent Survey Is 


To Be Made 


National Body To Seek Data On Prices In All Cities 


A comprehensive survey of what prices actually are being paid for residential 


rents in cities over the United States and Canada will be made by the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards through questionnaires sent out today to its 
member boards in approximately 500 cities. 


The inquiry will also go into the question of what way rents are tending in 


each city, and of what proportion of the familys rent bill in each community 
goes directly to pay taxes on the property occupied. 


The survey is expected to be the most complete examination ever made of 


rents actually now being paid. Previous surveys, notably those of the United 
States department of Labor and of the Industrial Conference Board, have cover- 
ed only rents being paid for working men’s dwellings, it is pointed out. 


Constituent real estate boards in each city have been asked to appoint a spe- 


cial committee of the best informed men in their membership to answer the 
inquiry. Findings will be tabulated showing the situation by individual cities. 


The inquiry is expected to put a foundation of ascertained fact before rent 


payers, property owners, realtors, and the general public as to rent prices and 
conditions. 


The survey will cover three classifications of property, hitting hoth the ex- 


tremes and the mean of the rent scale. Tt designates as these classifications (a) 
high class apartments and residences in best residential districts, (b) middle 
class residences and apartments in moderately priced locations, and (ce) cheap 
structures in the poorest residential locations. As to each classification it asks 
for each city, answers to the following questions:

Services for Mrs. Hattie Raim- 
held, who died at her home, 256
